United States Senator we publish the 
following extract from the act of .luly 
25, 1866 .

lilrd, That the Legislature of each 
State which shall be chosen next pre- 
ceding the expiration of the time for 
which any Senator was elected to rep- 
reaest said State in Congress shall, on 
ttie second Tuesday alter die meeting 
and 
organization thereof, proceed to 


elevi a Senator in Congress, in the 
place of suoh Senator so goioi: out of 
office, in the following manner 
J]aeh 


House shall openly, by viva voce vote 
of each member present, name one 
person for Senator in Congress from 
said State, and the name of the person 
so Toted for, who shall have a majority 
of the whol* namber of votes cast in 
each bouse, shall be entered upon the 
journal of etch house by the elerk or 
secretary thereof, but if either home 
shall fail ta give such majority to any 
person on said day, the fact shall be 
entered on the journal. At twelve 
o'clock, meridian, of the day following 
that on which proceedings aru required 
to take Jplace, as aforesaid, the mem- 
bers of the two houses shall convene in 
joint assembly, and the journal of each 
house sna.ll then be read, and if the 
same person shall nave received a ma- 
jority of all tbe votes in each house, 
such person shall be declared duly 
elected Senator to represent said State 
in tbe Congress of the United States ; 
bat if the same person ihs.il not hav« 
received a majority of the votes in each 
house, or if either house shall have 
railed to take proceeding* as required 
by this »ot, the joint assembly shall 
then preceed to choose, by a viva voce 
vote of each member present, a person 
for tbe purpose aforesiid, and a person 
hariBR a minority of all the votes of 
tb« said joint assembly, a majority of 
all the •ambers elected to both houses 
boing present >nd voting, shall be de- 
clared |dnly elected ; and in case no 
person shall receive such majority an 
the first day, the joint assembly shall 
meet at twelve o'clock, meridian, of

j recollected that last week the Louisiana 


I republican legislature passed a resolu- 
| tion asking for military against appre- 
| bended democratic violence, and tha 
the resolution was telegraphed to the 
president and laid before the oabine 
last Tuesday, when it was deemed pro 
per that no action should be taken upon 
it, but since that time, Qov. Kellogg 
actuated by like fear, telegraphed 
the president to the same effect, aad 
desiring a recognition of the republican 
governor and legis'ature, as two inau 
gurated to-morrow in New Orleans, the 
president having prepared a reply 
Gov. Kellogg's telegram, called an ex- 
traordinary meeting of the cabinet, to 
day, in order to inform the members o 
his proceedings in the premises, and ti 
secure harmonious action. The rep I 
was unanimously approved, and this at 
ternoon transmitted by telegram 
Gov. Kellogg, and the substance of i 
afterwards given by the president, him 


I self, to the associated press, as tal- 
lows : 


There will be two inaugurations o 


governors to-znorrow, unless one o 
them is prevented. I do not, however 


j propose to interfere with them. I hav 
nothing before me to justify action in 
the way of recognit'oo of either govern 
ment, and therefore cannot do so, par 
ticularly as a committee nf each house 
of congress is engaged in investigating 
all facts of the late election, including 
contests of the two governors and two 
legislatures, both claiming to be legally 
elected. 
For me, under these circum 


stances, to recognize one or the other 
would be hardly justifiable, and I havi 
so informed Gov. Kellogg. The presi 
dent further said that the democratic 
state government organization has th< 
sympathy of such a portion of the peo 
pie of that state, as have the requisite 
means to give sustenance to it, ant 
their governor and legislature would be 
recognized by them. The president're 
peated that he would not interfere b' 
recognizing either government until the 
contest should be settled through the 
congressional investigation now in pro 
gress, but he should censider it his duti 
to keep the peace, and prevent blood' 
shed. 


The President, in reply to a question 


concerning the recent removal of ord 
nance stores, said the force at Jefferson 
being small, they were sent to Rock Is 
land, where they could be properly 
guarded, but he had no knowledge o: 
recent movement of like material from 
Baton Rouge to New York, although 
the report might be true. 


In regard to the recent publications 


of interviews with him, the President 
said that like others, he had freely ex 
pressed hia views ou the electoral ques- 
tion, but had not said what he woulc 
or would not do, further than recognize 
his successor, legally declared Presi 
dent. 


On being asked what he thought ul 


the Democratic meetings to be held to- 
morrow, in various places, he said they 
seemed to be intended to intimidate 
the opposite party and make capital 
The effect on the public mind of the 
North would depend on the character 
of tha proceedings. The people were 
not to be brought to submission by at- 
tempted intimidation. If the speeches 
delivered at these meetings are temper- 
ate or moderate, advising conformity to 
law and order, and acquiescence in the 
decision to be reached by Congress, as 
to which Presidential candidate receiv- 
ed a majority of the electoral votes, the 
Democrats might strengthen their po- 
sition, otherwise a contrary effeot might 
be the result.
